Newly-wed Mrs. Keiller, of 
Dundee, Seotland, and her hus- 
band (they were marriedin 1700) 
lived in a modest house. One 
November morning, a ship from 
Spain, long buffeted by westerly 
gales, reached Tayside, and half 
the male of Dundee 
was soon at the ship’s side for 
news and bargains. Cane suear 
and bitter Seville oranwes had 
tempted James Keiller above all 
else, But why sd much of both? 
had asked his wife, and he had 
explained that one could not buy 
goods at the quayside in the same 
way as from a shop, aduing, by 
way of excuse for his apparent 
lavishness, that both surar and 
oranges would keep.

Time.—The event recorded in 
1 Samuel occurred possibly 1056

Place.--—The -city 
not yet been definitely 
but it was somewhere south of 
Gaza, in southern Palestine. 
Ephraim is the name of that part 
of Palestine which can be gen- 
erally located in the central wes- 
tern section of the Holy Land; 
here it is probably a synonym for 
all of Samaria. Galatia was a 
province in Asia, ar today 
known as Asia Minor. 

“And when he had brought him 
down, behold, they were spread 
abroad over all the ground, eating 
and .drinking, and dancing, be- 
cause of all the great spoil that 
they had taken out of the land of 
the Philistines, and out of the 
land of Judah. And David smote 
them from the twilight even unto 
the evening of the next day: and 
there escaped not a man of them; 
save four hundred young men, 
who rode upon camels and fled.’ 

Providentially, an Egyptian 
who knew the place to which the 
Amalekites had fled, appeared 
just at the time when David first 
became aware of what had hap- 
pened to his property and _ his 
wives, and guided them.to the 
place where these marauders were 
drinking’ and carousing in cele- 
bration of their victory, Discoy- 
ered in such a state, totally sur- 
prised and unprepared, bewildered 
because of their gluttony and 
drinking, the whole Amalekite 
host that had destroyed Ziklag 
was destroyed by David and his 
soldiers, Many a battle has been 
lost for the same reason.

“Soon flames were seen coming 
from the superstructure of the 
enemy vessel, and it was noticed 
that the crew was abandoning 
ship. The cruiser ceased fire until 
the lifeboats were clear of. the 
ship, and then the blockade run- 
ner was finally sunk with a tor 
pedo. This was done as quickly 
as possible, because it was be- 
lieved that German aircraft and 
U-boats might be in the vicinity 
the 
scene by smoke from the burn- 
ing ship.” :

Fruit Crop in Ontario in 1942 


Grapes in 1942 for the first time took the lead over apples as 
the most valuable fruit crop of Ontario according to the monthly 
crop report just issued of the Ontario Department of Agriculture. 


The cash return to the grape growers of Ontario in 1942 was 


$1,701,600, an inerease of $512,300 over 1941,

DAIRY BUTTER PRODUCERS | 
ARE NOT RATIONED | 


Because of apparent misunderstand- 
ing cf the regulations relating. to the 
rationing of dairy butter, the Ration 
Administration in a recent statement 
clarified the situation in this man- 
ner; 

Producers cf dairy butter are not 
rationed in respect of the butter pro- 
duced by them and consumed in their 
household, 

Producers of dairy butter must not 
use their coupons to acquire butter 
except to the extent that the amount 
of butter produced by them and con- 
sumed in their household is less than 
the total legal ration of the family. | 
In other words, if the ration is eight 
ounces and the farmer produces 
dairy butter at the rate of 4 ounces | 
per person in his family, half of the | 
household's coupons may be used 
outside. The other half must be sutr- 
rendered to the Local Ration Board. 

However, if the farmer’s produc- 
tion is at the rate of twelve ounces 
per person, he may consume all of 
it, but in that case, he must surrend- 
¢r all of the coupons,

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DEEP SNOW CUTS 
LUMBER OPERATIONS 


An extreme shortage of lumber wilt 
fare the Canadian buildings trades 
this Summer —s the result of greatly 
curtailed lumber operations during 
the past winter according to W.N 
Gilroy, prominent lumberman* cf 
North Hastings. An excessive depth 
of snow in the woods making ‘cust-- 
omary lumbering operations imposs- 
ible was responsible for the marked’ 
decrease in lumber cut, it was stated. 

Lumber cutting operations which 
the 
winter were almost completely tied 
up shortly after Christmas owing to 
increased snow depth, while many 
jobbers had their cutting completed 
at that time and were unable to skid 
their logs. . 

“We had planned operating several 
lumbering camps throughout the 
winter, but we found it impossible tai 
continue”, stated Mr. Gilroy. “The 
snow also had tied up our trucks and 
lumber which we expected to move 
from outlying camps stil!’ remains 
where 1t was sawed.” 

Commenting on the depth of snow, 
in the woods Mr. Gilrey claimed ha « 
did ‘not think at any time it had 
reached a depth of five feet. “But 
that is a lot of snow”, he added.

Food Education 


Lord Woolton Claims Knowl- 
edge Will Not Be Forgotten 
Food education is one of the 
most important contributions 
Lord Woolton and the Ministry 
of Food have made to the nation 
and in the opinion of the Minis- 
ter it will have a permanent 
effect. 

Lord Woolton cited the case of 
children to whom proper foods are 
available to enablé them to grow 
to manhoad and womanhood, free 
from the ailments of under-nour- 
ishment. 

Before the war, he says, well- 
to-do parents knew what foods 
t give their children, but this 
knowledge was not common 
among working class parents. 
Since the war, and its consequent 
food control, all families have 
been on more or less the same 
diet and the Ministry has made 
available to parents not only the 
food but the knowledge neces- 
sary to bring up healthy children. 

“And this knowledge,’ he says, 
‘tis not something which will be 
forgotten.” 

In the future, he predicts, chil- 
dren will be more scientifically 
fed than in the past, and he ex- 
pressed the hope that the limited 
pre-war program of feeding ‘chil- 
dren at school only if they were 
under-nourished had been replac- 
ed for all time by the modern 
idea that all children at school 
need hot noon-day meals,

WHAT SCIENCE 
IS DOING 


COLD PREVENTION 

Three .octors in’ Minneapolis 
have been conducting large-scale 
experiments among students at 
the University of Minnesota to see 
whether; colds can be prevented 
by twking substantia) doses ot 
vitamins, New Kepybli¢ reports. 
Their conclusion isthat*they can- 
not. 

It is true that the students who 
took a multiple-vitamin prepara- 
tion reported a decrease of more 
than 60 per cent in the number 
of colds during the winter, The 
trouble is that when a similar 
group of students were given pills 
of no therapeutic effect whatever, 
they also showed an almost ex- 
actly parallel reduction. 

The doctors say that this effect 
is noticeable with almost every 
sort of experimental treatment to 
prevent colds among large num- 
bers of people. Whatever you 
give them, even if it is only bread 
pills, the number of illnesses is 
much reduced, 

Is this because many colds are 
psychologizal in origin, and 
something about the experiment 
aids the psychology? 

Is it because people under ob- 
servation take better care of 
themselves than is normal? Are 
they perhaps ashamed of catching 
cold and do they, part of the 
time, conceal the fact that they 
have done so?

Q. How can I remove a heat 
Stain from a highly-polished: ar- 
ticle of furniture? 

A. Apply the following in. or- 
der, using a separate cloth for 
each: Kerosene, alcohol and weet 
or linseed oil, Rub the last in 
well until the spot is no longer 
visible. 

Q. How can I avoid loss of vita- 
mins when cooking. vegetables? 

A. A good way_to cook vege- 
tables is by steaming. This re- 
duces the loss of minerals and 
vitamins and is also economical, 
as one may cook several different 
vegetables at the same time. 

Q. How can I keep syrup from 
crystallizing? 

A. Any boiled syrup can be 
prevented ‘from crystallizing by 
the addition of a pinch of baking 
soda while it is cooking. 

A. What is a good cleanser for 
brass, copper and pewter? 

A. A mixture of salt with an 
equal quantity of flour and vin- 
egar. Apply a paste made up of 
these ingredients and allow te 
remain on an hour, and then rub 
off. Wash with water and polish, 

Q. How gan I shorten the 
time it takes to peel apples and 
tomatoes? 

A, Steep the apples in boiling 
water for a minute. Tomatoes 
should be placed in a colander, 
then in hot water for a moment, 
and the skins will come off easily,

PARACHUTES OF GLASS 

Army bombers are using para. 
chutes made of woven fib- 
res to drop million candle power 
flares, 

The glass chute is blackened 
with graphite to shield the air- 
men’s eyes against the glare, 
This chute has to stang. the in- 
tense heat of the million candle 
power, flares and, although the 
glass fibres are almost as fine and 
light as silk, they can stand a 
temperature that would 
iron. 

Many other uses of fibre glass 
are secret. But a dozen aré listed 
which are not secret. On the sea 
coast, fibre glass goods are used 
in camouflage to extreme 
moisture 

The Navy is using the fibre to 
coat one side of insulating boards 
used in warships’ interiors. This 
has freed enough aluminum to 
make 200 four-motored bombers, 
as the glass replaces an insulating 
material that had to be sheathed 
with aluminum. 

The signal corps uses field tele- 
phone cable made with woven 
glass, replacing metal and lighten- 
ing the weight.

Experts wae: Find Means 
To Match Allied Production 

The Nazi Minister of Muni- 
tions, Prof. Albert Speer, is re- 
ported to have called an urgent 
conference of 140 of Germany's 
leading economic experts to dis- 
cuss means of matching the flood 
of war materials being turned out 
. by United Nations arsenals. 

Reliable reports from Germany 
declare that production has been 
dropping gradually since a peak 
was hit last May and that in the 
last two months the decline ha~ 
been accelerated, 

The inefficiency of foreign 
labor is said to have been especi- 
ally disappointing to the Nazis. 
This combined with heavy Ger- 
man losses at the fighting fronts, 
has forced Hitler to declare “total 
mobilization” and to strike a care- 
ful balance between the urgent 
needs of the army and war in- 
dustry. ; 

Keeping the - wheels 
with untrained personnel, 
ally women, is the Nazis’ main 
problem. Forty thousand work- 
ers’ training schools have been 
established and Speer has ap- 
pealed for the good will of both 
workers and employe rs, 

Hitler, however, is not hand- 
ling the situation with kid gloves. 
He went out of his way in a re- 
cent address to warn of death to 
“saboteurs.” Broadly, this means
